Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

1. Claims 1-17, drawn to a method for verifying the transfer of a fluid from a first 
composition to a second composition, classified in class 977, subclass 852. 

2. Claims 18-25, drawn to a method for monitoring the flow of a reagent or 
composition, classified in class 977, subclass 962. 

3. Claims 26 - 30, drawn to a method for verifying the transfer of a plurality of 
fluids to a container, classified in class 977, subclass 852. 

4. Claim 3 1 , drawn to a method for preparing a dilute solution, classified in class 
977, subclass 901. 

5. Claims 32 - 36, drawn to a method for determining the cleanliness of a reaction 
vessel, classified in class 977, subclass 841. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions 1-5, although each invention involves the use of luminescent semiconductor 
nanocrystals, are directed to unrelated methodologies. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different 
inventions have different modes of operation and effects. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the

inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
